By FORREST EDWARDS 
HANOI, Indochina (*» — Tipped 
off by a Vietminh prisoner of w*ar, 
French commandos early today 
wiped out a rebel guerriUa force 
trying to mine the Song Van Uc 
River southeast of Hanoi. 
A French army spokesman said 
the Vietminh were stringing huge 
mines on wires across the river 
channel to trap French gunboats. 
It w'as one of a series of small 
clashes at various points in the 
delta yesterday and before dawn 
today.

NORRISTOWN, 
Pa.

raged through the historic 20-room 
m ansion of Dr. Willis Read Rob­ 
erts in nearby Jeffersonville early 
Monday causing an estim ated $75,- 
000 dam age. 
Dr. R oberts, 71, widely known 
Norristown pediatrician, said the 
three-story stone and frame house, 
built before the Revolutionary W ar, 
was used as a barracks by George 
W ashington’s troops when the Con­ 
tinental Army was based at Val­ 
ley Forge. 
Dr. Roberts, who lives alone, 
was asleep when the fire broke 
out. F irst to see it was a neigh­ 
bor, 
Mrs. 
M ary Stagliano, who 
said flam es shot from a re a r two- 
story wing. She called firem en. Dr. 
Roberts, m eanwhile, was aw aken­ 
ed by the crackling of the flam es. 
Seated At Desk 
Another neighbor, Michael Sands, 
said he found the doctor seated at 
his desk. The doctor had been tele­ 
phoning fire com panies and West 
Norriton Township police, his chief 
worry whether his two pet dogs— 
Toy M an ch ester — were safe. 
Sands helped Dr. R oberts into the 
open. L ater one of the dogs, rac­ 
ing frantically through the huge 
house, was saved. The other per­ 
ished. 
Despite the pre-dawn hour hu n­ 
dreds of spectators flocked to the 
scene. Two great pine trees on 
the front law™ were touched off 
and they blazed like giant torches. 
Firem en checked the flam es In a 
little m ore than an hour, but they 
were on hand m uch longer than 
that. 
The m ansion w as for the most 
part furnished with valuable an­ 
tiques. Only a few were spared. Dr.
